LONDON, June 17.—Mlle. Bernhardt is re- 
ported to be of opinion that the English have 
never heretofore had justice done them as a 
polite nation.

.confirmed. The attention paid to her art 
-exhibition is of a kind most flattering to her. 
I described ina hurried way on Saturday, 
writing to catch a late post, some incidents of 
the private view on that afternoon. It seemed 
to me then that people were even more eager 
to see Mile. Bernhardt than to see her pictures. 
if that were so, Monday’s papers have made 
iends—though, indeed, itis not absolutely 
rtain that the artist would think any amends 
ecessary for the homage offered tothe woman. 
But the papers have, at any rate, paid her 
the compliment of taking her art work seri- 
-ously. ‘They publish elaborate notices of her 
paintings and sculptures. It is no disparage- 
ment to the intrinsic merits of these works to 
‘gay that, had they come from any other hand, 
they would have attracted less attention. They 
deserve allthey have got. Mile. Bernhardt 
is certainly not a great “painter. She took up 
the brush for the first time about eighteen 
months ago, and nobody, not even a 
woman of genius, becomes greatin a difficult 
art in eighteen months’ time. The most that 
-can be said of an artist at sucha stage of her 
career is that she does or does not show 
‘marked aptitude for the art with which she is 
experimenting. She must be treated either 
as student or as amateur, which ever charac- 
ter she on | prefer. She must be content with 
the general opinion that she w ould be capable 
of great excellence in painting should she 
choose to devote herself to it. 

The gallery, which was thronged on Satur- 
day by a brilliant company, was opened to the 
public yesterday. A public verdict is, after 
all, more decisive than that of any coterie, 
how ever powerful; and with some curiosity to 
see how fur the genuine public shared the 
eagerness shown by a more limited circle, I 
looked into the gallery in the afternoon.

The Latter Goes Down in Five Minutes— 
Five Sailors Drowned. 


[From the N. Y. Star.] 

At 10:55 o’clock on Saturday night the 
steamship City of New York, of the New 
York and Havana Steamship Line, bound 
for the latter port, collided with the Scotch 
bark Helen twelve miles off the Barnegat 
light, on the New Jersey coast. The Helen 
sunk almost immediately, and five of 
her crew were drowned. A heavy fog 
prevailed at the time, and it was impossi- 
ble for the Icokouts on either vessel to 
give warning of the approaching danger 
until too late to avoid the disaster. The 


steamer was running due south, at an easy 
rate of speed. Suddenly the second mate. 
who was on the lookout, descried the sails of 
the bark off the starboard bow heading north 
by northwest, nota hundred yards distant. 

Word was promptly passed to the wheelhouse, 
and the engines were not only stopped but re- 
versed. It was too late, however, for the stem 
of the steamer crashed through the port side of 
the bark just aft the main hatch, literally cut- 
ting herintwo. Fa minutes later the bark 
filled and sank intwelve fathoms of water: 
The crew of the bark-comprised the Captain, 
a mate, boatewain, five seamen, a cook anda 
boy. The boatswain, George Camillire; the 
mate, William Taylor,and John Brown, James 
Miller and Angus Paell, seamen, were on the 
deck of the ill-fated craft at the time. The 
four first named were saved by jumping into 
the steamer’s rigging before she cleared the 
wreck. Paell attempted to do likewise, but 
fell overboard and was never seen again. 

With as much celerity as possible, the boats 
of the steamer were lowered, William Marc- 
zan, & seaman, Was found elinging to the 
main topmast, which ha: not vet disappeared 
under the water, am! was reseued in a half- 
drowned condition. No vestige of the others 
could be seen. ‘The saved were afforded the 
best accommodation on board the steamer, 
and, after describing a circle around the 
scene of the disaster, the steamer was again 
headed for New York. The names of the 
drowned are: Robert Burmore, captain; 
Angus Paell, Jacob Gabrielson, seamen; the 
cook, whose name could not be ascertained, 
and a boy named Goss. The bark was of 285 
tons burden and laden with sugar. 

The Chief Engineer of the City of New York 
was the only oflicer who expressed a willing- 
ness to impart any information: last evening. 
He said: **On Saturday evening at 9:40 I was 
on deck. The sea was running smoothly, 
the night was clear and cloudless, and the 
moon was shining brightly. A few minutes later 
I went below to my post in the engine-room. 
We were proceeding then at a very slow rate. 
About 11 o’cloek I reeeived the signal, four 
beils, to back the engine. I complied imme- 
diately, but too late to avoid the collision, 
which occurred almost immediately. I hur- 
ried on deek, and through a thick, mist which 
had settled down upon the waters, I discov- 
ered that we had struek a bark. We hit her 
on the port side, just above the water-line, at 
a point midway between the mizzenmast and 
main hatch. She ecareened to the starboard, 
and went down almost immediately, carrying 
her crew with her. She sunk, as near 
as can judge, in about 
twelve futhoms of water. The fog had 
in the meantime grown thicker, and in order 
to avoid a steamer that we heard close in our 
wake, we were obliged to somewhat alter our 
course. We lowered our boats and began a 
search for the survivors, the vessel meanwhile 
steaming carefully around the spot. At the 
moment of the contaet four of the crew sprang 
into our bows and were thus saved. Theonly 
otber survivor was rescued from the topsail 
yard of the wrecked vessel, to which he had 
clung for over half an _ hour. 
cruised around the spot until 
last vestige . of the wreck had 
appeared, and then hauled off to examine the 
extent of the damage our ship had sustained. 
We found our stem had been carried away,and 
a large hole had been stove in torward, just 
above the water line. The men were ordered 
to the pumps, and the ship was headed for 
New York. By dint of hard work at the 
pumps, and from the fact that the bulkhead 
is water-tight, we suceeeded in getting safely 
into our dock. The wind was free southwest, 
and had she not luffed up, thus slightly shifte 
ine her course, the collision might have been 
avoided.’”’

Upon Sardays a watchman stands for 
the entire day at the iron gate of the Wa- 
ter Tower, and at the request of all 
proper persons the gate is unlocked and 
free admission granted. 

The Bellefontaine Horse Railroad runs 
Open Summer Chair Cars to the Water 
Tower. 

The ground at the Water Tower ts One 
Hundred Feet Above the City Directrix. 
The Toweris 175 feet high, being the 
highest Roman Corinthian column in the 
world. 

The river, from the top of the Tower 
is singularly interesting. Men look lik 
ehildren; children look like babies; small 
houses look like toy houses; large houses 
look like small houses. A good glass and 
aclear day adds much to the sea tes 
ment. 

Water Tower Heights pn a 
view from the ground of the Missis- 
sippi River for fifteen miles. At morn 
and evening the air is very refreshing. 
At midday it is warm, on account of be- 
ing nearer the sun, 

Building lots at Water Tower Heights 
are very cheap, because there has hith- 
erto been no means of getting to and 
from it, and will probably advance a hun- 
dred per cent during the next year.
